DEEP-SEA WONDERS. 


Some of the Strange Fish That l.ive at tlie 


JSottoin of tho Ocean. 


"What an odd fish!" 
An old member of the RLuitime Ex- 


cluingo was exhibiting in a bottle ono 
of tho queerest submarine monsters 
that the fancy could paint. 
II appai- 


ently had no beginning and no ending. 
One could hnrdly tell where its outlines 
Ictt off, and tlio alcohol in which it 
was pi'esei ved began. It was like jells. 


"It must be remembered," explained 


the owner, "that at the depth ot one 
thousand fathoms the pressure upon ,i 
fish or any other body is equal to a ton 
to a seiaare inch. These flabby looking 
fishes, that can be tied in a knot at the 
surface, at such depths are hnn-bodicd 
andvigorpus. 
When fish, adipted by 


organization to 
these 
depths,

brought to the surface, frequently. 
their bodies are rnptmed, their USCPIM 
protude, their eyes start out and they 
present the appearance of having snt- 
fered a frighttul death. 
When the fish 


ascends and the pressure upon its body 
becomes less and less, the gasses in its 
body begins to expand and the expan- 
sion causes the demoralized appearance 
of the lish. If the fish could be popped 
out ot the sea in an instant, it would 
probably explode with a buig sslien it 
re icheil the! surface.

These con- 
ditions, implying muscular weakness, 
aie apparently inconsistent with the 
powciful shape of the jaws and tho 
i.ipncious looking teeth of some oi the 
predacious fishes." 


••How do they live?" 
"That is hard to say. To the ab-

Some of them are totally blind, 


having no eyes at all or mere rudi- 
mentary eyes Otheis have huge eyes, 
•>o organized as to collect as many 
light rays as possible. 
Sunlight, it is 


said, does not penetrate to a depth o) 
two hundred fathoms. 
If theie m any 


light there at all it is the meiest t>l!m- 
mei and belosv that depth theio is ab- 
solute daikness. 


"No\s- these deep-sea tishes being cut 


oft altogether from the sunlight, manj 
ot them, furnish their own light. Thes 
have no organized gas companies, bu 
each furnishes his own light—-canies : 
lantern 01 torch around ssilh him. 
They have organs that emit a phos- 
phorescent gleaui and shed light on 
theii path.

rise from the tops of the heads.

Speaking of the wool industry, he said that 


under the high protection on wool, the price 
had steadily fallen. He dirt not assert that tho 
tariff was the solo cause of the decline in the 
price, but contended that It was an important 
factor 
The people of the United States con- 


sumed six hundred million pounds of wool a 
year, which coat them two hundred and fortv 
million dollars; more than one-half of which 
had to be purchased abroad, because the high 
tariff had broken down all oui woolen Indus- 
tries.

American labor 
had been robbed of the privilege of making that 
one hundred and sixty-two mill on dollars of 
cotton goods.

The American workmen had been robbed 
of the labor that was contained in the three 
hundred and llfty million dollars of woolen 
goods, and yet gentlemen on the other side 
talked about protectliiK American labor. 
Mr, Browne (Ind.) s ud that tuls was not the 


first tlmo that Uiore had been n surplus in the 
Treasury; 
but neither Presidents Johnson, 


Grant nor Arthur had made the condition of 
the Treasury a pretense for disturbing the in- 
dustrial policy of the Government 
The coun- 


try fontinuos to enjoy an unparalelled pros- 
pflitfy, and the existence of 11 surplus was an 
evidence of Natlon.il prosperity, and that It 
hud been gathered Into HIP Treasury without 
oppression 01 complaint win un evidence that 
tho protective system was ft just one. The sur- 
plus, under the control of a wise statesmanship, 
Mr Browne said, would be u National blessing; 
but as It was safui to teducu It thnn to run the 
hazard of HladUsed expenditures, he was 
anxious to have a revision of the methods of | 
taxation so as to rt>Juce the revenues to the 
low«st limit of Nation.il wants. The plan ol 
reduction however, sketched bv the President 
In his annual message, would result In dlsnstor 
to American Industries. 


Looking at Internal-revenue taxation from a 


revenue standpoint, Mr Drown saw much to 
condemn In It, and thought that if people un- 
derstood that the whisky tax was Iteriton in or 
dor that the piotective system might be main 
talned, the whisky tux would have to go.

The call of Senatorial districts was next 


proceeded with for the naming of mem- 
bers of the committees on resolutions and 
committee on permanent organization.

THE PLATFORM. 


The Republican party of Pennsylvania, in

With 
due conslfleratton for the difficulties of the sit- 
uation, we demand of Congress that It enact 
such legislation as shall secure a fair election 
for members of Congress and the electoral ooV 
lege. 
Second.—We declare that the object of the 


American system of tariff legislation beildes 
securing revenue, Is the protection of Ameri- 
can Industry. The wonderful prosperity of 
this country is the best evidence of the success 
of this policy, and the most conservative care 
should be taken in disturbing manv induttrial 
Interests which have grown up under thi» sys- 
em. The principle of all American legislation 
is to secure the happiness, the elevation, pros- 
perity and independence of eaoh individual 
American citUen, and this principle is the best 
maintained by a protective tariff, which has for 
Its object the elevation and fair compensation 
of American labor. The last message of Presi- 
dent Cleveland is an open assault upon our In- 
dustries, which will, if unresisted, result in a 
policy of free trade, which in the near future 
will paraly/.a or destroy those Industries, re- 
duce the compensation of labor and Impoverish

the Nation. No question of surplus can arise 
as long as w« have a debt unpaid, harbors un-

UNION LABOR CONVENTION. 


Nearly 100 Delegates Present— 


Temporary Organization 


Effected. 


Committees Appointed-Chat About the Party. 


The Union Labor party of Illinois met 


in delegate convention at the court house 
at 12 o'clock, noon, to-day, and effected a 
temporary organization by the election 
of Edgar Bussell, of Shelbyville, as 
chairman, and Julius Schneider, ot the 
Joliet News, as secretary. Delegates 
were recognized from Union Labor clubs, 
Knights of Labor Assemblies, Farmers' 
Clubs and Trades Unions. 


The committee on credentials, Messrs. 


C. E. Garwood, J. M. Foley, J. W. Mc- 
Elroy, C. B. Fenton and Capt. P. Sharp, 
reported 87 delegates present at the 
opening of the convention. Other dele- 
gates arrived before adjournment, so that 
the totol number present is about 100. 
It was expected that 150 to 200 would be 
in attendance. 


After some cross-firing two committees

OHAT ABOUT THE PABTY. 


Colonel S. F. Norton, editor of the 


Chicago Sentinel, a, labor organ, asserts 
that the Union Labor party had its birth 
in his office in July, 1886, the idea and 
plan being advanced by the late Colonel 
Heath, then editor of the Express. In 
September of the same year a National 
conference was held at Indianapolis, 
when 8 states were represented by 100 
men. 
The conference adjourned and met 


at Cincinnati in 1887, bringing together 
450 men, representing 30 states. A plat- 
form was enunciated and the party or- 
ganized. There are now 25 states having 
effective organizations. Becent elections 
show the strength of the Union Labor 
Party to be: 25,000 in Ohio, 30,000 in 
Michigan, 30,000 in Illinois, 15,000 in 
Iowa, with a possible gain of 20,000 to 
30,000 votes in Illinois at the approach- 
ing election, provided the party hews 
straight to the line and places a straight 
labor ticket in the field, with no fusion 
or dicker. It is Colonel Norton's opinion 
that the labor ticket will draw chiefly 
from the Democratic party in the cities 
and from the Bepublican party in the 
rural districts. The labor sentiment is 
strongest at Chicago, East St. Louis, 
Belleville, Bock Island, Kockford, and in 
Jackson county. 


It appears that Senator A. J. Bell, of 


Peoria, is striving hard to have the labor 
convention nominate him for governor, so 
that he can go before the Democratic 
convention May 19 and carry oft the 
prize. But while the Senator is admitted 
to be the friend of the laboring men, the 
temper of the boss delegates is dead 
againot him. They say they will cut 
loose from both old parties and paddle 
their own canoe, firmly believing that 
with the help of the old greenback ele- 
ment among the farmers, victory is 
assured. The Union Labor men say they 
have a respectable vote in the state and 
that they intend to cling to it. Never- 
theless Mr. Bell has his friends among 
the delegates. They are not noisy. They 
may show their hands and they may not. 
The pioneers who stood up alone want to 
vote their principles, sink or swim, and 
urge that W. W. Jones or some other 
farmer be put np for governor. Bert 
Stewart, Ben Qoodhue mid oti»er labor 
advocates are suggested for prominent 
places on tho ticket.

500 PEOPLE AT THE SALE. 


Auction of Residence Lots in the 


J. M. Clokey Addition. 


Fully 500 people, including many of 


the wealthier men of the city and a few 
strangers from a distance, attended the 
auction sale of residence lots in J. M. 
Clokey's East Park Boulevard addition 
\% miles east of Water street on William 
street, yesterday afternoon. It was the 
first opportunity many in the crowd had 
had to view the addition, which is only 
four blocks from the old coal shaft, and 
they praised the high ground and im. 
provements, among which are the rows 
upon rows of beautiful trees. The crowd 
was taken to the east end ot the addition 
on {Prairie street, where the auction be- 
gan, with Col. J. W. Thornhill as auc- 
tioneer. Lot 16 in block 1, sold to J. D. 
Tait, for 8150; lot 14 in block 1, to F. E. 
Miller, for $130, and lot 11 in block 1, to 
B. K. Durfee, for $100. Bidding was 
slow, and the crowd was invited to block 
B, where lot 15 was sold to B. E. Dnrfee 
for |205. 
His was the only bid, and ow- 


ing to the backwardness of the bidders 
known to be in the crowd in not i»dicat- 
ing to Mr. Clokey what partiular lots 
they wanted put up, the sale was stop- 
ped. The lots disposed ot could have 
been sold at a higher figure at private 
sale, but it was the purpose and inten- 
tion of Mr. Clokey of establishing a 
series of auction sales ot lota in this addi- 
tion—selling a large number at a sacri- 
fice for speculative purposes, and to help 
advertise Decatur. Had the crowd given 
him any encouragement in this direction, 
the sale would have proceeded until 20 or 
25 lots had been sold. 


The sale had been advertised exten- 


sively, not only in Deciitur, but in cities 
50 and 100 miles distant. No other one 
man has done BO much in on attempt to 
boom Decatur real estate as Mr. Clokey.

I was soon bound asleep,

A lot of cheap things were 


thrown upon the country at the fame, but 
they were not in accoidance with the facts 
Mrs. Lincoln is painted in these pictures as 
kneeling at the bedside and holding her hus- 
band's hand as the life went out of his body 
She was, in fact, not in the room. The cabi- . 
net were, however, all pi esent, and all vtere

Charles Sumnei and Robert Lin- 


coln stood together, and Sumner'3 arm was 
thrown around young Robert's shoulders. 
Sumnei was crying, and young Lincoln was 
lobbwg.

"It is wonderful the desiie people havo 


for collecting i ehcs ot Lincoln 
They came 


foi days after the president's death to see the 
room in which ho died, and they stole every- 
thing they could get then hands on 
They 


snipped pieces out of the curtains, pulled pa- 
per off ot the walls, and even earned away 
the mustard plasteia ne used that night. 
When the pi esidont was cairi<« ovei fiom 
the theatre to tho houso that night, some 
diopsof bis blood lell upon our doorstep, 
and the next day men and boys dipped little 
pieceb of papei into this blood, and con led 
them avvny as mementoes 


'Thu d i\ nftcr the assassination was Sun- 


day, and Washington was draped in black,

1 heory of Chemical Food. 


A subject which has occupied many 


imaginative scientists is, tbe attainment by 
synthesis of oiganic lesults similar to those 
produced by nature 
The scientist can take 


animal and vegetable pioducts, aud by 
analysis determine the quantity, and even 
tho quality, of tbe vai lous substances which 
have entered into then composition 
But 


when he bus determined the foi mute, and 
attempted to follow it and blend these sub- 
stances together, in 01 der to produce a re- 
sult like that in natuie, he has found that his 
process would not work, something was 
wanting 


Yet enthusiasts believe that advance m the 


science of chemistry will solve the problem 
Already it has been found possible to manu- 
facture glucose in the laboratory out of the 
simple elements, in tbe same manner that glu- 
cose might be produced by making use of 
vegetable matter, and sanguine souls see in 
this the beginning of manufactures which 
shall anticipate and replace the pi ocesses of 
nature. With their impaired vision tbe same 
enthusiasts see a time w hen, by combination 
ot gases and other elements, the chemists will 
turn out the materials needed for the lood of 
man 
This is a beautiful theory 
The man 


who hungers foi a beefsteak is to apply to a 
public chemist, who will mix and boil, and 
stir and precipitate, until be finally produces 
a chemical beefsteak 
As a matter of fact, 


It is not difficult to obtain the chemical cou- 
^tituente of steak, or any other food, but we 
fear that the artificial production of animal 
lood will only be attained when spontaneous 
generation is actually demonstrated, instead 
of being vaguely claimed 


It would be a beautiful thing if we could 


all make our own food, aud become independ- 
ent of butcher and baker and milkman, but 
even if chemical constituents were accurate, 
tbe palate, eye and demands of the stomach 
must be consulted, as v,oll as chemical 
formula) 
It may be that a t«n« will come 


whenom food will be prepared in chemical 
labaratories, according to formulae, but we 
shall not live to see that time, and on tbe 
whole we don t want to —Fiank Leslie's
